Regarding claims 1-22, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method or 
apparatus for detecting the relative position of a generally horizontal reference plane of light, 
comprising: a weighting circuit for providing a portion of the electrical output of each 
photodetector element as a first reference signal related to the spacing of the photodetector 
element from a first end of the row, and for providing a portion of the electrical output of each 
photodetector element as a second reference signal related to the spacing of the photodetector 
element from the second end of the row and in combination with the other recited limitations of 
claims 1-22 .
